Thermometer Goes to 14 Degrees at Amarillo- 
Damage Done to Fruit and Vegetable Crops All 
Over Texas-Citrus Fruit Southwest Texas Is 
Saved-Cold Tonight. 


(By Associated Press.) 
CHICAGO, March 19.— With only one day intervening 
before the theoretical arrival of Spring, the entire Mississippi 
Valley, from the Rocky Mountains, eastward; from the far 
nothwest to the upper Florida region, is gripped by a bitter cold 
wave. 
Southern states reported unusually low temperature 
records for this time of the year. 
In the upper Mississippi Val­ 
ley and Rocky Mountain region, all train service has been par­ 
alyzed. 
Many trains are spalled in snow drifts and telephone 
communications have been demoralized. 
Four deaths have re­ 
sulted in Colorado from the intense cold. 
The coldest weather 
of the winter was reported over Texas yesterday and last night. 
Moderating weather is reported at Amarillo, Abilene, 
and 
Wichita Palls today 
after a severe blizzard. 
Temperatures 
reported early this morning included Amarillo, 14 degrees 
above zero; Abilene, 14; Dallas, 15; Denison 15; Wichita Falls, 
lo ; Austin, 18; Waco 20; Houston, 27; Mission 40; Galveston, 
34 and Bryan 23. 
YOUNG ANIMALS AND CROPS KILLED AT HOUSTON. 
HOUSTON, Texas, March 19.— H. H. Schutz, agricultural 
statistician for Texas, United States Bureau crop estimates, said 
it would be impossible to determine actual crop damage for 
several days. He said all tender vegetation and very young an­ 
imals were killed here. The temperature went below freezing. 
TOMATO CROP SERIOUSLY INJURED IN EAST TEXAS. 
TYLER, Texas, March 19.— Fruit truck growers of East 
Texas are anxiously awaiting outcome of cold wave. 
The tem­ 
perature here was 18 degrees this morning. Fears are expressed, 
for garden crops. Practically all the tomato plants in fields are 
damaged seriously, if not killed.

AUSTIN, March 
20.— Assurance 
of co-operation and assistance from 
the U. S. Geological Survey 
with 
Texas officials in carrying out the 
State program of conservation and 
flood control is contained iii a com­ 
munication from G. S. Smith, topo­ 
graphic engineer in charge 
of 
the 
Rocky Mountain division of- the fed 
eral survey, to John Norris, chairman 
of the State Board of W ater Engi­ 
neers. 
“ The State of Texas is to be con­ 
gratulated on inaugurating 
such 
a 
comprehensive program 
for 
topo­ 
graphic mapping fo r the investiga­ 
tion of possible m eans of controlling 
the w aters of the S tate which have 
in the past done immense dam age,” 
stated Engineer Smith. 
“ The legislature by the Rountree 
bill in making the necessary appro­ 
priations to insure these investiga­ 
tions being made on a large scale 
has shown forethought^ th at 
will 
prove an economical solution of the 
problems confronting the engineers 
of the State. 
“ The plans now being perfected by 
the board of w ater engineers, 
in 
connection 
with 
the 
topographic 
branch of the United States Geo­ 
logical Survey, will secufe 
fo r 
the 
State accurate topographic surveys 
of such areas as are considered pos­ 
sible reservoir sites for the control 
and conservation of the water. The 
maps resulting from these surveys, 
although primarily for the purpose 
of investigating means of controll­ 
ing the flood w aters of the State, 
will be the greatest value in connec­ 
tion with every kind of engineering 
activity which has to do with State 
developments and will be a perm an­ 
ent base map available for use by 
the people of the State. 
“ The topographic branch of 
the 
geological survey will place in Texas
